‘Extremism.”’ 
YE observe that Dr. SHIELS, in the course of an address 
he delivered the other day in Palestine, upbraided the local 
press on the score of its being extremist. This allegation 
appears 40 have been. adopted by his office as a kind of refuge 
from argument or criticism. For, as we noted last week, one 
of the permanent officials at the Colonial Department made the 
identical complaint a week or two ago at Geneva against The 
Jewish Chronicle. It is a serious matter when representatives 
of a Government take to relying on their ability to “call names,” 
especially without offering the least justification for the 
sobriquets they choose. Such «a method of discussion appeals 
in only one way to the wise and discerning, however much 


it may tickle the ears of unthinking groundlings. It indicates, 


too, a temper and disposition that ought not to be associated . 


with official positions demanding at least a modicum of the judicial 
in those who hold them. But, for our part, our withers are un- 
wrung. Our “extremism’—or rather such as is charged against 
us—consists in nothing else than our persistent endeavour to 
urge the Jewish people in the matter of their re-nationalism 
to keep in view steadily and at all times the principles 
upon which the Jewish National Movement is based. 
So long as that is done we have not declared ourselves 
wedded exclusively to any sort or kind of ‘plan. On 
the contrary, we have advised due consideration of any 
wethods that have been adumbrated, providing they fulfil the one 
essential to which we refer. We have not asked for any undue 
hurrying up of measures whereby Jewish hopes may be attained. 
We have not in the least been unmindful of the complicated 
position in Palestine nor of the sentiments, however artificial, 
which to a considerable extent we believe them to be, of the 
Arab population there. We realise the difficulty of creating 
a Jewish Commonwealth out of an absentee Jewry and 
for that reason, only a week or two ago, suggested the 
wisdom of considering a modification, anyway for the time 
being, of our aspirations, yet consistent with our Nationalist 
principles, such as some Canton arrangement would be. 


Such a plan, which we do no more than propose should be 


examined, for we can see very great, difficulties surrounding it, 
could hardly, with any degree of truth, be said to be an 
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“extremist” solution. But such an idea as that to which 
more or less the Zionist Organisation seems to be committed, 
and which is apparently accepted by its leaders, Dr. WEIZMANN 
and Mr. WArRBURG—that of a Bi-National State to be composed 
of Arabs and Jews—-may appeal to the Colonial Office as 
exemplary moderateness, but it defies all Zionist principle. 
We are not in the least surprised to find the notion 
scorned by the rank and file of Zionists the world over. 
Its support by Sir HERBERT SAMUEL, however, to which we 
alluded last week, has the merit, so far as he himself is concerned, 
of consistency. When he was.about to become High Commis- 
sioner for Palestine, he thought to attract Jewish public 
opinion which at that time was largely influential in securing 
his appointment, by accepting the role of the Second Nehemiah. 
And now that there is a wide feeling favourable to his 
becoming the suecessor of Lord IrRwim in India, he is of 
course anxious to tell the Moslem’ population of the 
great Dependency how careful he was, when High Commis- 
sioner of Palestine. 
there. But that is the working of politics, not the assertion 
of principles. The object which Mr. LEONARD STEIN had 
in sending for publication the letter which we print elsewhere 
is more obscure, a 


of the interests of their fellow-Moslems 


‘(hough we are bound to say mutatis mutandis 
of equally bad service to the Jewish Nationalist cause as was 
Sir HERBERT SAMUEL'S address at the Authors’ Club. For it 
seeks to excuse the position we all know the Government

leaders prové the purpose the British Government originally 
had in respect to Palestine and the relation of Jews to the 
country ? His intention becomes nonsensical when we recollect 
that a member of . the Government which issued the Balfour 
ally declared that the object was inter alia 
to give Judea to Sales Jews, anid in face of Sir HERBERT 
SAMUEL'S statement~ quoted by Mr. JABOTINSKY, to say 
nothing of-the intimations given by the British Foreign Office 
to its own Am)issador for transmission to one of the Alhes 
Moreover, how absurd Mr. STEIN'S contention 
is, can be gathered when we recollect that between the date of 
the Balfour Declaration and that of the extracts he has so 
diligently culled, the interpretation of the Declaration and the 
Mandate was shouted from the very housetops by Jews and 
others! And although Jewish meetings at which the idea was 
elaborated were addressed by members of the Government, on 
no single occasion was there the remotest repudiation of the 
Jewish. rendering of the “ great adventure.” 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


The disgraceful rioting directed against the Jews in Berlin 
on the occasion of the opening of the Reichstag, is no little 
proof of the futility of regarding the recent Nazi victory at 
the polls as of little consequence to our people there. It 
showed that however much the Nazi leader, Mr. Hitler, may deny 
his intention of deimg violence ta Jews, there is a considerable 
sectiou of his followers only too ready to translate into action 
the theories he has been preaching of anti-Judaism. It must be 
hard indeed for our German co-religionists to realise that in the 
very capital of the country to which they have devoted their 
lives—and many but a few years ago sacrificed them—they are 
subjected to the barbaric hooliganism in which many a less civilised 
State would see cause for infinite shame. Perhaps the best indica- 
tion from the other side of the shield, is the punctual and extensive 
measures taken by the Republican Authorities to suppress further 
outrages. Let us hope they may be successful. But in the mean- 
time what has happened cannot be undone, and it provides a 
warning lesson not alone to the Jews in Germany, but to all

Whether sufficient is yet known of the precise effects of various 
dicts or not on which to elaborate definite theories, I should not like 
to say.| For there is nothing like a unanimity of opinion among 
specialists, who are still unable to agree on even the aelative merits 
of a meat or a meatless regime. Still, it is desirable to note all that is 
suid with authority on the point, especially as food is supposed 
to affect the health of children. For I imagine that the question 
of food 1s more important in those whose bodies are being built up 
than in those whose bodies have but to be maintained. It is interest- 
ing, then, to learn from Dr. A. Brown Ritchie, the Schools Medical 
Oficer to the Education Committee of the Manchester Corporation, 
that the average Jewish child is better—that is to say, more efiectually 
—fed than the non-Jewish. 


He says that ‘the dietary of Jewish children has been shown 
to be sufficient in iodine content and in other minerals, rich in 
vitamins, and not lacking in ‘ roughage.’ ” 


There is a considerable difference (he declares) between the Jewish 
and Gentile children in the city with regard to the incidence of thyroid 
enlargement. This is correlated with the fact that a considerable difference 
has been shown to exist between the Gentile and Hebrew diet, a distinc- 
tion, moreover, that applies in particular to the iodine and vitamin content. 
of the food. 

As a corollary to what has been advanced, it may be suggested that 
where the diet is of necessity limited, it should contain at least an ample 


allowance of rye or wholemeal bread, green leafy vegetables, animal fat 


and, especially, fresh cow's milk. 

Dr. Brown Ritchie's opinion is an added testimony to the greater 
care Jewish parents take of their children as compared with that of 
non-Jewish. I imagine that some of the difference is to be attributed 
to the respective expenditures on drink, and some to the greater self- 
sacrifice for children which Jews cultivate, both as a duty and a 
pleasure.

Secretary, but he speedily ate his brave words when the German 
delegate proposed the definite fixing of the Conference, and fell to 
pleading for patience and yet more patience. When it came to 
considering the position in Palestine and how Great Britain was 
carrying out the Mandate entrusted to her by the League—a subject 
upon which for obvious reasons the League ought to be heard — it 
momentarily showed some signs of recognising its responsibilities, but 
quickly withdrew, and almost apologised for, its criticisms as soon as 
(ireat Britain showed sign of resentment.

Take another subject in which the League is particularly respon- 
sible and in which we Jews are much interested, I mean the Minorities 
question. It is notorious that there are some real grievances being 
borne by populations placed under allen rule by the Peace Treaties, 
with the assurance from the League that they should be dealt with 
fairly and with equanimity. That. they are not being so treated is a 
constant menace to Peace to sav nothing of the injustice involved, 
Yet when the matter was brought before the Assembly at Geneva, the 
British representative, a man like Mr, Roden Buxton, manifested ‘his 
total indifierence to the Minority claims, and his attitude was concurred 
in, or anyway was not challenged, by the Delegates assembled. The 
fact is that the League remains an idea if not an ideal, without the 
least power that can be said to be tangible behind it; and while 
America, whose representative was 30 largely the creator of the League, 
remains outside the League, France has never ceased, and has lost no 
Opportunity through her representatives, of thwarting it whenever it 
was felt that the League proposed anything that might run counter to 
her special interests either directly or indirectly. And this appreciation 
of the League has been shared by other Powers. They all talk of the 
greatness and the grandeur of the League—so long as it does not 
venture to interfere with them ! 


It is not an amiable thing to have thus to refer to the work of the 
League, seeing the extent to which we have been taught to rely upon 
it for maintaining the Peace of the world, and for the prevention of 
that “next” war which, if it come, will spell ruin to our civilisation 
and death to so much for which humanity exists, But it is plain that 
if the League cannot do more than it has done to see that its own 
Mandate is properly implemented, or that its own Treaties are properly 
observed, then it is not likely to be otherwise than powerless in the day 
of peril, when nation lifts up sword against nation. And it is as well 
to stress this so that it should be realised, as I have so often urged, that 
the surety for Peace is not in the rulers or representatives of peoples 
but in the peoples themselves becoming convinced, as a sacred belief, 
in the wickedness and beastliness of war and the unworthiness of recourse 
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to it by human beings, Propaganda and teaching in that direction is, 
Tam sure, of more service to Peace than all Leagues and Treaties and 


Pacts, any of which can be reduced to a nullity at the will of those who 
find them inconvenient 


Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., crystallised excellently much 
that Jewish Nationalists for years past have been saying concerning 
the wording of th Mandate, urging Government after Government 
to state explicitly what precisely it regarded as the real objective of 
the Mandatory in Palestine. 


He thought the un ertainty that existed in regard to the Mandate (said 
the Colonel in the c of a recent address) was due to the fact that those 
people who had inspired the Mandate on the English side had not managed 
to make it clear either to our permanent officials in the Colonial Office or 
to the Administration in Palestine what was meant by the Mandate. The 
Mandate was contra tory in its terms to those who did not want it. To 
those who did want it, it was perfectly clear. The argument always used 
among those whe would put an end to the Mandate was that it was not 
fair to the natives to allow the Jews to go to Palestine—that it would mean 
the explottation of the Arab population by the Jews. The answer to that 
The Jews had taken arid land in Palestine, paying 
four times the prope price for it, and converted it into a varden. Because 
of the Jewish immivration into Palestine the Arabs there were infinitely 
better off than they weré ten vears ago. The Jews had turned Palestine 
from an Oriental into an Occidental country.

(uas-Cohen, writing from Raynor Croft, Green 
shure. sends ne a lett r replying to some observa- 
n article she had contributed to the West Lonpon 
Synagogue Macacine.- They appeared in the issue of the 3rd of 
October last. She says :-— 


| hardly anticipated that my article on Reform Judaism in the West 
LONDON Sysxacocur® would have to undergo such an ordeal of 
criticism in your columns. It represented simply my personal views on a 
Movement which ts dear to me. 

It seems, however, essential to stress that these views have been formed 
only after a considerable study of the subject, and to point qut that what 
you proclaim to be “ abysmal ignorance’ was the authority of Craetz, 
Martin Philipson and others of similar eminence. 1 would certainly rather 
be in the wrong with these to face all your journalistic bombs, than be in the 
right with your hypothetical schoolgirl, clever as she may seem to you. 

You seem to be offended chiefly by my statements that before Reform 
Judaism made its appearance the cultural and moral treasures of our religion 
remained unrevealed, that its great prophetic ideas remained hidden beneath 
exilic dust. that Judaism was altogether under Oriental influence, and that 
Reform Judaism awakened the desire of the Jews for a modern culture. May 
I recommend to your notice Chapter 15 of the 5th Volame of Graetz’s “ History 
of the Jews *--the work of a man far from being an admirer of the Reform 
Movement ? There you will find the followmg passages : 

For nearly two thousand years Judaism had struggled for existence against 
every people and every new tendency which appeared on the stage of history. 

it had maintained an ever-recurring contest, and had, of necessity, 
become covered with disfiguring scars and foul dust. The official repre- 
sentatives and expounders of Judaism, the Rabbis and Ministers of Divine Service, 
were either semi-barbarians or visionaries, The foreign additions and excrescences, 
the signs of decay that attached themselves to the original truth were regarded 
by these leaders as ancient and trustworthy elements. Time had not yet. matured 
a man with a delicate perception of the inner kernel of Judaism. , . . The 
first man who undertook some sort of reform was Israel Jacobson. 
Graetz adds that the Hamburg Temple, at one stroke, swept away with 
youthful impetuosity, the * holy cobwebs which no one had ventured to touch, 
and awakened a taste for a well-regulated service and love for decorous 
behaviour at Divine Worship.” 

As to my assertion that Reform Judaism inspired the Jews to fight for 
equal rights and the need for liberation from medieval customs, Professor 
Philfpdois in his “ History of the Jews in Modern Times,” makes these 
statements 

The struggle for emancipation was very difficult. Judaism as it then was 
incurred the belief that it was an opposing force to civilisation ; even the so-called 
Liberal Theologians condemned it. The spiritual leaders found that Jewish 
emancipation depends on the development of Jewish culture, a task which met 
with terrible fanatical, obstructions. 

Your reference to England proves nothing, for Reform Judaism was, in 
the beginning, essentially a German movement, the number of Jews in 
England being very small at the time. Reform Judaism first began here in 
Manchester, where there grew up a large settlement of German Jews who 
brought with them strivings for reform. 

I am sorry that I am forced to call a halt, but I dare not trespass further 
on your hospitality. Your readers will, however, be able to judge the merits 
of your attacks on other points from fhe quality of those with which 1 have 
already dealt. 

In conclusion, may I point out that disagreement with another's opinion 
brings with it no necessity for wild accusations of “abysmal ignorance ” 
regarding points of fact, unless there is absolute certainty on your part as to 
what the facts really are ? 


Well, I have not had the opportunity of checking the quotations

Creation. 


By Mentor. 


O-MORROW the Synagogues begin as part of their ritual the 
reading, week by week, of portions of the Pentateuch.

‘fact that it was adopted as a kind of epilogue to the reading, or 
ther repeating, in Synagogue cf the final verses of the Pentateuch 

i the’Day of the Rejoicing for the Law. Nor does it seem to me 
at the import thus accorded it is in the least exaggerated. For 
oe statement goes to the root as it does.to the beginning of all 
ngs. It asserts what is basic to all faiths and all creeds—God as 
st Cause of the Universe, No true scientist, Limagine, would care 


contest the bare declaration as it stands. For pace some, 


ere must have been a beginning of all things, and analyse it as. 


o may, we are drawn back to the idea, as far ap we can entertain 
of some All mighty being by whose agency that beginning, how- 
ver it was contrived, was brought into action. To relegate the 

iniverse and ifs development to what is termed chance, merely 

sc our knowledge will supp!y us with no other notion, is both 

cientific and irreligious. It is obviously unscientific and it Is 

religious because it results from a refesal to accept in faith that 
ch is not revealed to us as fact. :

hings into something like the order in which we now kuow them, 
(ting the Earth with luminaries—the sun, the moon and 
‘ie stars—and causing it to be divided on the one hand from 
he firmament and from the wa‘ers which covered it. We 
ve told how verdure sprang up and animal life appeared from 
out of the Earth after fish and fow! were called up frem the watcrs 
round the Earth. Finally Man was compounded from out of 
the Earth and placed) in. dominance over it, to be accompanied 
later on by a woman-helpmeect. And-all this we are assurcd was 
acecimplished in six days—that on the seventh day God rested and 
was refteshed! This narrative, moreover, we are asked to accept 
not merely as truth—as conve\ing for instance the truth of the 
itlimitable powers of the Almighty, or cven the truth concerning 
the mentality and faith «cf those who set down the story in the 
Bible—but as being true—a very different matter. Yet the account 
of Creation as given in the Bible is taught and regarded as true to 
fact, and numberless more or less ingenious explanations have been 
given because men and women have felt it necessary to believe in 
it as fect and to get others to trust in it in the same way. Some of 
these explanations have, however, been far more laughable than 
ingenious. lI recall one which emanated from a very recent Jewish 
source. It was. so as to meet the palpable fact that the items of 
Creation mentioned in the Bible story were not the results of 
diurnal activities, to replace the word “day "’ by “an age "—" a day 
of God”—which of course meant a vast unascertainable period. 
Upon that comment a young friend of mine observed that much 
more than a week must have elapsed between the first and the 
seventh days mentioned in the Bible, and that in view of this state. 
ment he felt entitled to wait to keep the Sabbath till the next 
“age” came round! Thus through moral or mental cowardice in 
differentiating Truth from what is True in the Bible story, is religion 
debased and made a mockery of. 


THIS IS. BUT ONE INSTANCE of the way in which, and it is usually 
by persons whose business it is to be religious, God is robbed of so 
much of His Greatness and His Grandeur. For if the Bible story as 
it is told were true to fact and the Almighty had performed all the 
wonderful works therein recorded, His illimitable powers must have 
appealed to us as too marvellous for us fully to apprehend. But we 
know that it is not true to fact—that for instance the Earth, with all 
its wondrousness of ereation, is but an item, anda comparatively 


small one, in a vast solar system which again is part of an infinite 
number of like systems comprising the Universe, all of which must 


have been derived from a First Cause. Far from having been 
created in six days, millions of #ons were passed in the process. 
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We know differently than that the sun, the moon and the stars 
were hung out in Heaven to give light to the earth, as some 
municipal body to-day might illuminate the town under its control. 
Neither man, nor the other animals, nor the birds nor the fishes 
were made ad hoc in afew hours. They were the “gradual growth, 
through ages upon ages, of adevelopment miraculous in its incidence 
and in its results, beyond the conception of any human being. And 
perhaps most marvellous of all are the facts that one Law governs the 
whole of creation—the way of the largest planet is the same as that 
of the tiniest atom, and that Life itself permeates everything 
and everywhere. It is in all things in comparative activity and not 
only is there no such thing as final death, but there is no such 
thing as absolute inanimateness. If Creation, as told of in the 
Bible story, needed a Power—a God—wijth such qualities as the 
narrative would induce us to ascribe to Him, what a manifestly 
more marvellous Being. does our knowledge of what is the true 
story of Creatiou—cven so far as we know it—indicate! Yet we 
deny to the First Cause—to the Almighty—much of the glorious 
qualities that must really be of His nature, and think it in obedience 
to the calls of Religion to attribute to Him a story in respect to 
Creation much less wonderful than Nature reveals to us. We thus 
belittle God; and that cannot be conducive to respect for all we 
understand by devotion to Religious sentiment. For if, as has been 
well said, Religion cuters at the point where exact historic know- 
ledge cannot go, thea it stands to reason that if we limit in the 
absurd fashion we do religious belief, by attaching credence to what 
we know Is not fa then religious sentiment must suffer by our 
contining it to a much narrower and more cremped area than it 
deserves. Because, coven if we allow scientific discovery and know- 
ledge their fullest demands, there is still much indeed for us lef >that 
wedo not know about Creation and cannot understand—much that 
must be relegated to the ambit of religious belief.

CREATION as ‘given in the Bible is, it occurs 
vost telling examples of the way in which the true 
jlityare ignored. Andit seems to me, moreover, 


that jost in this we have the key to much of what is deplored as the 


irreligion that to-day is said to be rampant. It may be; but I am 
convinecd that religious feeling and religious sentiment are still with 
us tv esse little, if anything, diminished from their prevalence and 


extent of other davs. But it is the teachers of religion who 
are mainly respousi>le: as, for instance, when they demand of their 
followers that they shall believe what their reason revolts against— 
orto put it even more forcibly, | think—-that they shall believe in 
their places of worship what they are told is untrue and incorrect 
in their schools and their colleges. And Jews are no less to blame 
lideed the blame attaching to them is all the more 
serious when we recollect how they assume themselves to be the 
tcctors of Religion and the expositors of the Bible

[SUPPose Iv Will. be suggested that I am advocating the elimin- 
ation from the Bible of the story of the Creation as there told and 
which we know to be not true. Nothing of the kind, so long as it 
is made to be understood that it is not true. For if contains much 
truth, the value of which should be recognised and prized. The 
story should be presented as tm fact it is—the record of the belief 
of other ages which greater knowledge and wider research, denied 
to those ages, have revealed to us, and have at the same time 
revealed the greater Glory and more infinite Majesty of the Almighty. 
Nor must the value of Truth to be derived from the story of the 
Creation as it is told in the Bible be ignored, for it is very great. 
It can, however, be made all the greater by setting it in its rightful 
place before the .inds of men and women instead of inducing 
them, often by unworthy quibbling, to believe that somehow 
or another the story is true. These are days when from more 
than ore angle the most important work to be done is to reinstate 
the position of religious belief which in modern times to so large an 
extent has been lost. It cam best be done by differentiating what is 
Truth concerning which religious faith is called upon to believe and 
what is True. A good beginning, redolent of the reverence due to 
the Almighty, could be made with the story of the Creation. It is 
admirable for the purpose, and we Jews ought not to be second in 
recognising the fact.

RABBI SIR HERMANN GOLLANCZ. 


The death occurred on Wednesday last of Rabbi Professor 
Sir Hermann Gollancz, M.A., D.Lit., at his home in Clifton 
Gardens, Maida Vale. He was in his seventy-eighth year, and 
had been ill for some time. The deceased was for many years 
Minister of Bayswater Synagogue, and on his retirement was 
appointed Minister Emeritus of the United Synagogue. 

Hermann Gollancz was born in Bremen in November. 1852. 
His father was the Rey. Samuec! Marcus Gollancz, the Minister of 
‘he Hambro’ Synagogue from 
1354-1899, After a year’s attend. 
ance at the Whitechapel 
foundation School, he passed 
uoder the care of Dr. Fried. 
ander. He then entered 
Jews’ College, matriculated 
in 1869, and continued at the 
College until 1874, when he 
entered University College, 
ttending lectures there till 1876. 
He preached occasionally at 
the services at the Hambro' 
Synagogue, his maiden sermon 
being delivered at this Syna- 
yogue on January 27th, 1872 
at the age of nineteen. It 
was a Thanksgiving Sermon 
for the restoration to health 
of the Prince of Wales (after. 
wards Edward VII). 

In 1882 the deceased was 
appointed Minister of the 
South Manchester Synagogue. 
In July 1885, Gollancz was 
appointed Minister of the. 
Dalston Synagogue. He was an active worker on behalf of the 
Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge (after- 
wards the Jewish Religious Education Board), 


He co-operated with the Key. S. A. Barnett (afterwards Canon ~ 


Barnett) in organising the first loan exhibition of pictures in White- 
chapel, the precursor of the exhibitions afterwards held in the 
Whitechapel Art Gallery, for the erection of which and the adjoining 
free library, the deceased also worked. While at Dalston he 
graduated B.A. at London University in 1887, and took his M.A. 
two years later. 

In February, 1892, when the late Dr. Hermann Adler was 
appointed Chief Rabbi, Hermann Gollancz:was appointed as Adler's 
successor at Bayswater. He was associated in his Ministry 
there with the late Rev. Isaac Samuel and the late Rev. Raphael 
Harris. It was while at Bayswater that he obtained his 


rabbimical diploma, which was conferred on him by the Chief 


Rabbinate of Galicia in 1897. He was the centre of a somewhat 
fierce controversy owing to the fact that for a long time Dr. 
Hermann Adler refused to recognise this distinction. 


The deceased obtained the degree of Doctor of Literature of 


London University in 1899. He submitted his edition of 
the Ethical Treatises of Berachya. Hanakdan for the honour. 
Three years later he was appointed Goldsmid Professor 
of Hebrew at the University and soon after his appointment he 
helped to organise a scheme of examinations in Hebrew 
and Aramaic for the B.A. degree, and for many years he 
acted as Chairman of Examiners for this degree which has been 
taken by many of our ministers. Gollancz had earlier gained 
recognition as a Semitic scholar. In 1890, he was selected 
to organise. the Semitic Section of the Congress of Orientalists 
and acted as Secretary of the Section at a meeting in 
London the following year. He read a paper on “ The Dignity of 
Labour as Taught in the Talmud,” and received a certificate of 
merit. He subsequently represented London University at the 
Congress héld in Rome in 189). 

Gollanez was President o! the Jewish Historical Society in 1905 
and was largely instrumenta! in rescuing from destruction Moyse 
Hall, Bury St. Edmunds, the 10th century stone building said 
to have been associated with the pre-Expulsion Jewish community 
of the town. He took a‘considerable part in the arrangements for 
the location of the Mocatta Library at University College and pre- 
sented his own extensive collection of Hebraica as an addendum to 
the library. 

He took a prominent part in the public life of Bayswater 
and Paddington. He was Vice-President and Treasurer of the 
National Council of Public Morals and in connection therewith 
was &@ member of some Royal Commissions such as those on the 
National Birthrate, the Cinema in Education, and the Special 


Enquiry into Venereal Diseases. For his work on this and kindred | 


bodies he was presented in 1917 with an address headed by Lord 
Rosebery and Lord Reading in the name of forty-five of the 
leading personages throughout the country representatives of the 
Church, Training Colleges, Educationists and Social Workers. The 
knighthood which was conferred upon him in 1923, was as much 
in recognition of his public work as of his contributions to 
scholarship. 

In addition to numerous contributions to learned periodicals on 
Semitic and Oriental subjects and his edition of Berachya already 
referred to, he wrote a work on Syriac Charms, edited the “ Claricula 
Salomonis,” the “ History of Sinban ” and “The Holy Shekel.” He 
wrote “ The Foundations of Religious Fear,’ a devotional work of 
which 10,000 copies were distributed during the War to Jewish service 
men. He edited for the Jewish Religious Education Board a children’s 
festival service book, Two large volumes of his sermons and 
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addresses were published in 1909 and 1916, in addition to a small 
volume on “ The Valiant Woman,” an address to girls, in 1898. 

The deceased was a Vice-President of the Chovevi Zionist Society, 
and remained a sympathetic adherent of the Zionist Movement. He 
became an hon. officer of the Federation of Ukrainian Jews (now the 
Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations!) at the end of 1925. 
He was also a Vice-President of the Jewish Drama League from its 
ihception., 

Sit Hermann celebrated his seventy-fifth birthday in 1927, when 
he was presented with an illuminated address; and a children’s 
institution, nam after him, was opened in the Ukraine by the 
Federation of Jk -h Relief Organisations. | 

[he deceased married Thérése, daughter of S. H. Wilner, of 
Manchester, and by her had three sons. 

Within the lasi vear or so, the deceased suffered a four-fold 
bereavement in tragic death by suicide of his youngest son, 
followed by the death of his sister Emma. a very few weeks after- 
wards the passing away of his wife, Lady Gollancz, who was in her 
seventieth year, ond a few weeks ago by the death of his brother, 
Sir Israel Gollancz, an Obituary of whom appeared in THe JrewisH 
CHRONICLE on the 27th June Jast. 

The funeral will be on Sunday next at the Willesden Cemetery, 
Starting from the residence of the deceased at 11.30.

Incidentally it may be noted that nowhere in the Biblical 
narrative is there anv mention of an apple. The story speiks of 
the “fru't” of a particular tree.

Since they 
had to depict some fruit, they chose the apple.

He would point out the significance of the 
fact that cne of the first endeavours described in the Bible ts not 
the bui'ding of a Temple or a fortress or a palace, but the laying out 
of agarden. He would stress that other noteworthy fact that the 
first social institution mentioned in the Hebrew Scriptures was not 
king hip, but marriage. To complete man's happiness in the Garden 
ef Delight Adonai-Elohim provided man with a helpmate. It was 
the first awakening of love, of the love which, according to the poet

Your Maggid would naturally take the story of the Garden of 
Eden at its face value. From this standpoint he would certainly be 
entitled to deduce what moral lessons he could fromit. In Paradise, 
he might conclude, there was no progress and no civilisation, not 
even clothes! But when Paradise was lost, clothing appeared, and 
God Himself was the first maker of garments. 

The story of the Garden of Eden has always had a fascination 
for Jewish moralists. As far back as the times of the Talmud it was 
believed that when the Lord God had expelled our first: parents 
from Paradise, he transferred the Garden of Eden to the realms 
above to become the habitation of the souls of the righteous in the 
life after death.

And he is admonished to keep that 
or tightly closed, lest he be overcome by sin and by tempta- 
on. He is further warned that the “desire” of the sin, which

subduing and ruling over it. Whether we read the ancient 
ecord as history or as parable, it is a story that is inherently 
ue, for it reflects absolutely the common experiences of men. In our 
carly innecent days we walk as in Eden. The earth is very fair and 
ocautiful. All men are true, all women gracious and pure. Youth 
colfs at the lessons of sage experience. It thinks no duty hard, no 
cnterprise impossible, no pleasure dangerous. It moves on, full : f 
lelight and hope as through the golden days of Paradise. But oul) 
(too con there comes a day of trial, the crisis which brings “the 
knowledge of good and evil.’ ‘The senses crave a gratification 
which can only be had beyond the bounds of the law. There are 
heard flattering whispers of a good and a wisdom beyond the 
customary reach, And though conscience pleads the claims of 
duty and the blessedness of obedience, “sin has a thousand 
treacherous arts with which to begualee the. ,heart,’« while 
yet it crouches at the coor. The imperious appetites bave 
their way. The forbidden fruit is plucked and eaten. The fatal 
conquest of the higher nature ly the baser has begun. - And eager 
youth, hot with shame, and seeking to hide itself from the voice of 
the Lord, walking in the garden in the cool of the day, finds itself in 
the end an outcast from the Eden of its innocence. The fiery sword 
of violated avenging law guards it from his approach. A curse has 
fallen upon and has darkened the once so fair and beautiful earth, 
The claims of labour grow stern, exacting, rigorous. Duty grows 
hard. All the brave enterprises which once looked so near and 
easy, fade to an inapproachable remoteness. And now we see the evil 
in men and women, as wel! as the good, and begin to suspect evils 
other than we see. And so the old story is repeated in our lives, 
and we know, as we read it again, that it is a true story. 

And yet our text has something more in it than the warning of 
an inexorable fate. It has suggestions of a much more hopeful 
character. The Biblical and the Jewish conception of sin and tempta- 
tion does not leave mankind in the grasp of a hopeless fate. It tells us 
that sin issomething external to man, notan essential part of his 
nature. Itisa foreign adverse power with only a usurped authority, 
Sin croucheth withoutthe door. Itis capable of being kept out. And 
although its desire is to conquer man, man can and should rule over it, 
Sin and manhood are distinct separable and antagonistic powers. 
Tho croucher that lurks outside the door, can only enter as we 
admit him, and even then may be thrust without. “ Thoucanst rule 
over him ” is the charter of the moral nature of man and of his ability 
to triumph over evil. It is in fighting and conquering sin, that our 
_ Whole duty lies. “God,” say the Rabbis, “created the evil inclina- 
tlon but also the Torah, its antidote.” We have but to use the 


antidote, to oppose duty to inclination, the will to obey to ignoble - 


desire, and the triumph of goodness is assured for us and for the 
world,

According to this explanation, one effect of the “ word” is te 
teach the apartne of the Creator from the Universe. To have 
created by thought only ~ would presuppose an interfusion of God and 
the world. This statement accords with the Christian theory about 
the Jewish conception of God, viz., His transcendental character, 
But a close stud, of the subject by Dr. Abelson bas led him to the 
opposite conclusion. His verdict is, “ All things exist by virtue 
of the word (.ec.. Vemra) of God. It permeates everything, brings 
everything into the realm of being, conditions everything. It is the 
immanent manifestation of God in the world.of matter and spirit, 
Divine wisdom, Divine power, Divine love, Divine justice, all these 
do not abide in the highest heavens, isolated, unapproachable, 
upknowable. ‘The, are embedded in the scheme of things that we 
can see and feel and touch and know. They are a part of the 
constitution of man and the world. Man and the world are a frag- 
mentofthem. The Memra eomprises and expresses these teachings” 
(The Lumanence of Ged,” p. 153). This latter view is supported 
by the evidence of Jewish literature. The “ word” taught the idea 
of a Divine immanent force at work in the Universe, creating and 
maimtaining 

in the writings of the Hellenist philosopher, Philo, as well as in 
the Fourth Gospel, we see the Logos (the Greek equivalent of 
Memra) holding « conspicuous place in his system of thought. The 
two are. however, not identical. Basically the Logos, like the 
Memra, is an indication of Divine immanence, but it was developed 
along lines which were contrary to Jewish teaching.

Organising Jewish Vocations. 
‘From our Corre spol dent. NEW YOrkK. | 


\s a result of the unemployment situation in America and its 
eoncomitant discrimination acainst the Jew. recent events indicate 
Jews are awaking tothe realisation that if Jewish economic 
is to be kept on a healthy basis, parents must bring up their 
children to enter the industries and professions. that are compara- 
tively uncrowded. The situation as it is to-day finds a plethora of 
Jewish lawyers and doctors, thousands.of whom are unable to find 
ciuplovment, even at the smallest of salaries, with the result that 
here has arisen a Jewish professional class which is unable to 
maintain itself through lack of an outlet for itstalents. There is thus, 
thought to be immedia‘e need of a survey of Jewish economic life. 
Moreover. theré is a mcvement on foot by seme of the social agencies 
od youth agencies to deflect the Jewish youth from the professions 
flaw and medicine to new callings, which the Jew has hitherto left 
untouched. “ Young Israel,” in particular, through its emplovment 
bureau is attempting to divert the youth into the manual industries 
- encouraging them to become ele tricians, plumbers, engineers 
and even bricklavers. 

In St. John’s Law “choc! of Brooklyn. one of the largest in New 
York City, Jewish registration in the — freshman” classes has fallen 
off eighty per cent. in comparison to the attendance last vear. 
Similarly. the overcrowding of the medical schools by Jews has 
contributed to a recognition by Jews of the futility of the study of 
mi«alicine as a profession under the present conditions.

INAUGURAL MEETING OF AUTUMN SESSION, 


EXTENDING THE WORK OF THE ORGANISATION, 

A large gathering of members and friends of the Federation of 
Women Zionists attended the inaugural meeting of the autumn 
session at Stewart's Restaurant, Regent Street, W., on Thursday 
evening of last week. 

Mrs. Sierr, the President of the Federation, who presided, 
referred to some of the outstanding events in connection with the 
activities of the Women’s International Zionist Organisation, to 
which the Federation is affiliated. New groups, she said, had been 
established in North Africa and, in fact, in many countries where 
Zionist Societies did not exist before. She thought that that meeting 
afforded a good opportunity to tell them something about the discus- 
sions which they had had with Miss Szold, whom she described as 
the greatest woman in the history of Zionism. Miss Szold had a 
plan which, if carried out, would mean increased responsibility 
of every woman who was a member of a Zionist Organisation. 
Her plan, in brief, was that they should assume more responsibility 
by undertaking certain branches of work which had hitherto been 
done by the Keren Hayesod. The scheme would be made public in 
detail in the course of the next few months, and at their next Inter- 
national Conference it would be decided whether they should take 
upon themselves this increased Zionist responsibility. The Women's

“In the event of the Zionist Organisation obtaining reimbursement 
for the damage caused in Palestine, from the British Government, we 
hereby authorise the Palestine Emergency Relief Fund to hand over 
the {funds or any surplus thereof to the Acren Hayesod Committee cf 
Great Britain, to be applied for the purpose of reconstruction work in

Smuggling Arms into Palestine. 
DETECTIVE’S SPECIAL CAMPAIGN. 
From a Correspondent.-JERUSALEM. | 


The famous head of the Palestine Central Detective Bureau 
Captain Riggs, who gained great popularity among the Jews in Tel- 
Aviv on account of his friendly attitude towards themand because 
of his vigorous action during the August riots, when he stopped an 
Arab attack on Tel-Aviv by tiring a few shots at the Arabs, has 
once again distinguished himself by discovering a nest of Arab 
smugglers of arms. Captain Rigys has recently undertaken a special 
campaign against the Arab smugglers of arms into Palestine, 
having. discovered that large quantities of rifles, -revolvers’ and 
ammunition are being brought men retly into Palestine at regular 
intervals from Syria and from Transjordania. The Syrian police are 
co-operating with the Palestine police in the matter, and various 
smugglers of arms have already been arrested in Syria. Now 
Captain Riggs has succeeded in discovering on Mount Scopus a 
secret store of arms. A disused cemetery was made by the 
smugglers their permanent leadquarters, and from there they 
carried on trade in rifles, revolvers and animunition. | Disguising 
himself as a chauffeur, Captain Kiggs went to the cemetery in a car 
and offered to buy arms from the smugglers. He took some arms 
from them and offered to drive the smugglers towards Jerusalem 
in order to settle the price with them and to pay them for the arms. 
Two smugglers consented to go with him, but on the way they 
discovered Captain Riggs was driving them into a trap. They imme- 
diately attacked him with knives, but he defended himself with his 
revolver and succeeded in driving two of the smugglers to the police 
station. He then returned to the cemetery and arrested a third 
smuggler who had been left behind. 


Controversy Between Moslem and Christian Arabs. 
ASSAULTS ON LAWYER AND EDITOR. 


The new effort made by the Arab leaders to put an end to the 
controversy between the Moslem and Christian Arabs has resulted 
in another failure. At Jerusalem, Moslem Arabs have assaulted a 
well-known Christian Arab lawyer, giving rise to great indignation 
among the Christian Arabs in the capital. 

The Investigating Magistrate at Haifa has acquitted Mr. Rashid 
Haj Ibrahim and six other Moslem notables on the charge of insti- 
gating the murder of the Christian Arab editor during the fight 
between the Moslem and Christian Arabs for the possession of the 
local Arab cemetery.

“JEWISH CHILDREN TRUE TO THEMSELVES.” 


At a mecting held on Sunday afternoon at 66, The Ridgway, Golders 
Green. the residence of Mrs. J, Bloch, Mrs. L. J. Greenperc spoke on the 
work of the West Hampstead Day School for Jewish Children. 

Mr. Jacon Greexpacm, who presided, stressed the vital necessity of 
such a school, and read a letter which had been sent by the Rev. A. A, 
Green, in which he wrote : 

“Tf have been very interested in the West Hampstead Jewish School 
Movement | have found that the opposition to it comes from people who are 
afraid that the Jewish atmosphere will make their children grow up with antt- 
Christian prejudices. They forget that their sending littl children to the kind 
of schools that they select will bring them up to an anti-Jewish prejudice. As for 
the kind of education the children obtain at the Jewish school, of course it must 
at least be as high as anywhere else, and | see no reason why it should not be 
decidedly better. 

Mrs. Greenpero said that the principles upon which the school was 
established, to promote whose interests that meeting was being held, were 
fundamental. They were the principles which: insisted on the value of 
education in weneralk® and. for Jews, of a Jewish education in particular, 
In addition to the problems which in that matter faced mothers in general, 
there was a whole set of purely personal difficulties peculiar to the Jewish 
child ig: a non-Jewish school, A few years ago, she mentioned, when it-.was 
time to seod het own. little girl to school, she wrote to two schools which she 
considered desirable from a general point of view. One school insisted that the 
child should take part in prayers, which, although they were described as 
undenominational, included the Lord's Prayer, and the other made it clear to 
her that while children of every other religions denomination were received into 

. the school, only a very few Jewish children were received, more or less as a creat 
favour tothe parents. Needless to say, she preferred a third school, where her 
child was neither forced into Christian worship nor accepted on sufferance for 
the sin of being a Jewess. The alternative adopted by many Jewish parents of 
sending their children to schools where they stayed outside during prayers 
and did ‘not take part in the school lessons of Scripture, was te be deplored 
from many points of view. On purely practical grounds it was highly 
undesirable for little children to remain unsupervised even for the length of 
time occupied by the rest of the school in prayers, There were, however, 
many more serious objections to the practice. The reaction of sensitive 
children to exclusion of this kind was inevitably bad, and the sense of in- 
feriority thus fostered was bound to result in a degeneration of their character, 
because it must tend to undermine their independence and their sense of 
equality, The standard of work at the School, she said in conclusion, 
was high. But one vast advantage of the Jewish school for 
Jewish children over any non-Jewish school their children might attend 
was that the Jewish child here could be true to itself, That was nine- 
tenths of all education, and if they ensured that their children were taught 
to be true to themselves also as Jews, then they were providing at once 
the best Jewish and the best general training for the young. 


Removing the Jewish Inferiority Complex. 

Mr. H. Samvuecs, M.A., proposed a vote of thanks to Mrs. Greenberg 
for her address, which, he said, was by far the best propaganda which he 
had heard on any platform for the school in which they were interested. 
It summed up very concisely and effectively the main arguments that 
could be adduced ayainst those who found fault. with the general idea of 
a Jewish school, 

The Headmistress of the School, Miss Broca, M.A., said that Mrs. 
Greenberg had rendered the school a very great service.

The first annual examination of the pupils attending the 
Central Synagogue Hebrew School was held on Saturday evening at 
the Synagogue classrooms, and was followed by recitations and 
songs by some of the children. The President of the Synagogue, 
Mr. B. Lewis. was in the chair.

He was confident that any child who attended the school 
for five years would receive a very complete and comprehensive 
Jewish education, and would be able to speak Hebrew fluently, in

Referring to new uses for rubber, Mr. Miller urged the desirability of laying 
rubber surfaced blocks in city streets where traffic is heavy, and excessive noise 
and vibration are almost intolerable. The price at which a dependable rubber 
poner can be laid has now been reduced to approximately £2 10s. per square 
yard.
